Members  of  the  Council: - 


The  revision  of  the  draft  estimates  of  Revenue  and 
Expenditure  for  1953  by  the  Board  of  Control  indicated  a  definite  economy 
trend.  This  trend  is  evidenced  by  the  fact  that  the  City’s  share  of  the 
tax  rate  (as  separate  from  the  Board  of  Education)  is  practically  the  same 
as  1952  despite  rising  costs  and  expanding  services  due  to  Hamilton’s  rapid 
development .

The  necessity  of  all  the  capital  projects  instituted 
in  the  past  few  years  due  to  the  rapid  expansion  of  the  City  is  admitted. 

The  City  Treasurer  is  of  the  opinion,  however,  that  a  survey  of  the  capital 
requirements  of  the  City  should  be  made  with  a  view  to  the  preparation  of 
an  orderly  plan  or  budget  for  a  more  rigid  control  of  future  debt. 

The  Board  of  Control  concurred  with  ray  recommend¬ 
ation  for  such  a  plan,  which  I  made  in  1952,  and  will  proceed  in  the  current 
year  with  a  capital  budget  that  will  place  in  sequence  the  various  projects 
with  respect  to  the  urgency  of  their  service  and  their  relation  to  the  gen¬ 
eral  debt  structure  of  the  City. 

In  order  to  prepare  the  revised  Budget  to  set  the 
tax  rate,  the  figures  were  compiled  from  the  City’s  ledgers  before  final 
audit.  This  will  account  for  any  small  difference  which  may  appear  between 
the  Budget  and  the  final  audited  statement. 

I  should  like  to  express  my  appreciation  for  the 
co-operation  of  the  various  Boards  and  Departments,  and  also  the  faithful 
and  efficient  service  rendered  by  the  staff  of  the  Finance  Department  during 
the  preparation  of  the  Budget  Estimates. 


I  should  also  like  to  direct  the  attention  of 
members  of  Council  to  the  charts  and  statements  located  both  before  and 
after  the  Budget.  The  complementary  statements  to  the  Budget  will  be 
found  immediately  following  this  letter,  and  numerous  charts  and  state¬ 
ments  with  comparative  statistics  follow  the  Summaries  of  Revenue  and 
Expenditure .

We  receive  payments  in  lieu  of  taxes  from  a  Crown 
Company  (The  Central  Mortgage  Corporation)  on  the  Airport  and  the  Wartime 
Housing  projects,  hut  such  payments  do  not  come  within  the  general  defin¬ 
ition  of  a  grant.  We  also  receive  payments  in  lieu  of  taxes  from  both  the 
Hamilton  and  the  Ontario  Hydro  Electric  Commissions.
